Farmer-Creditor Act 


It has been somewhat surprising to 
note the numbers of farmers in the 
West, who are making application for 
adjustment of their affairs under the 
Farmer-Creditor Act. These are so 
numerous as to raise the question of 
whether or not everyone realizes the 
full import of the act. Once having 
placed his affairs under the adminis- 
tration of the Act, the farmer must 
meet the new obligations, or, failing 
to do so, any of his creditors may 
force him into bankruptcy.. He is. no 
longer under the protection of the 
Debt Adjustment Act of the province, 
which is entirely different legislation. 

The Farmer-Creditor Act has ‘been 
designed for the relief of the farmer, 


but it has a finality that is: perhaps | a 


not fully appreciated. It has estab- | 
lisheed a medium by which he may 
re-arrange his affairs with the agree- 
ment of all ‘his creditors but once hav- 
ing consented to a reduction of the 
original debt, the creditors can 
scarcely be expected to exercise fur- 
ther patience if the debtor fails to 
; live up. to -his agreement. 

The average farmer is in a difficult 
position in banking on the future. His 
agreements to pay are more or less at 
the mercy of hail, frost, drought or 
the many visitations of nature. If he 
is fortunate, there should be no diffi- 
culty in living up to his agreements 
under the Farmer-Creditor Act. If 
his crop is: laid low two or three sea-- 
sons in succession, as has happened, 
he would probably have difficulty: in 
meeting the terms of his Farmer- 
Creditor agreements. His only hope 
would be in the judge who may use 
discretion, when failure is not the 
farmer's fault. . : 

‘Before rushing rashly into the pos- 
sible relief afforded in this way, far- 
mers are advised to think very care- 
fully. It would have been in the ul- 

interest of the rural debtor if 
country. agents had been named i

Edmonton, D 7.—Premier R. G. 
Reid on Monday /refused to comment 
on the strong rumors circulating the 
city that a difference of opinion ex- 
isted in. U.F.A, ranks over the pro- 
posed C.C.F. platform or that the dif- 
ference extended to the point where 
some members flat-footedly declared 
they would not support the C.C.F. 
platform. 

However, reports late on Monday 
confirmed earlier impressions that 
there’ was ‘a ;wide divergence of opini- 
on on the subject, although the final 
test would come at the annual U.F.A. 
convention in January. 

Sitting until late on Saturday mem- 
bers of the joint U.F.A caucus term- 
inated their three day discussions at 
the legislative buildings and dispers- 
ed to their homes. Originally. called 
for two days, the caucus stretched in- 
to three. ‘ 

Premier R..G.. Reid, ‘Robert. Gardin- 
er, president of the U.F.A. and prac- 
tically all members of the U.F.A. and 
U.F.W.A. executives attended as well 
as the U/F.A. members of parliament 
and of the legislature. 

Two major issues confronted | the 
caucus: the Douglas and other social 
credit systems, and the C.C.F. plat- 
‘form, which is to be submitted for 
discussion to the annual U.F.A. con- 
vention at Calgary in January. 

Seen after the adjournment of the 
caucus, members were non-committal 
and were evasive in answers. 

It was learned from authoritative 
sources’ that the provincial ~C.C.F.
